RANDOM N O TES ON 


E V E R G R E E N S 


Although evergreens may be plant­ 


ed almost any tune of the year when 


soil and weather conditions permit, 
early April or late August are recog­ 
nized as the safer planting periods 
At these two seasons the plants 
enter a partial-dormant state when 
the roots are not exceptionally ac­ 
tive. Then, if proper precautions are 
exercised, new nursery plants may 
be set out or older specimens moved 
with a minimum of danger. 
Evergreens have no true or com­ 
plete dormant season. The foliage 
requires soil moisture and sustaining 
nutrients every day in the year 
This fact .stresses the importance of 
keeping 
newly 
planted 
specimens 
amply supplied with water when­ 
ever raffia are not sufficient. This 
Is particularly true of plants set out 
In 
late summer. Likewise, April- 
planted evergreens encounter dan­ 
gers of moisture shortages over the 
entire following summer. 
In choosing species and varieties 
of evergreens inexperienced growers 
may easily make the mistake of 
selecting a tall-growing sort where 
a low -growing horizontal type is de­ 
sired. Or they may plant a globular 
type, like the Mug ho pine or a hori­ 
zontal sort like several of the Arbor­ 
vitae where a pyramidal or columnar 
shrub is needed for accent. 
Readers frequently write the ed­ 
itor to ask if it is possible to prune 
back a tall evergreen to the general 
proportions of a low-growing type. 
Herein is emphasized the importance 
of choosing the proper type in plant­ 
ing plans. Most evergreens permit 
clipping to control overall shape, 
but in no case is it practicable to 
make a low type out of a pyramidal 
or columnar type. Malformation of 
once-flne spec imeas is seen in many 
home grounds where the err cr of 
faulty selection has been aggravated 
by the butchery of unwise pruning. 
Because 
native 
pine 
trees 
are 
often found growing vigorously in 
poor, abandoned fields or on bleak, 
impoverished hillside*, growers may 
ca - lly make the mistake oi thinking 
that evergreens prefer po**, shallow 
soils. In fact, occasionally is heard 
the advice. “ Don’t give evergreens 
a fertile 801!/* 
The opposite is true. The chief 
reason why native pines thrive in 
poor soiLs is found in the fact that 
they prefer freedom from competi­ 
tion Evergreen shrubs should have 
a well drained, deeply mellow loam. 
Anything from a sandy to a rather 
heavy clay mixture will serve 
Broad - leaved 
sorts, 
Including 
rhododendrons, azaleas and moun­ 
tain 
laurel, 
are 
more 
particular 
about soil acidity and alkalinity than 
the so-called coniferous evergreens. 
Most failures with rhododendron^ 
and 
mountain laurel, 
also bloom 
failures of azalea-, may be traced 
bark to neutral or alkaline soils 
Too. the finest i pecimens of rhodo­ 
dendrons and mountain laurel are 
found crowing in shade or partial 
shade. 
Use of woods soil, preferably frcm 
and old hardwood forest, is recom­ 
mended for broadleaved evergreens.
